FRANKFURT,  Jan.  1 (Reuters).— 
Marlin  Bortnann  la  dead  and  the 
manhunt  for  Hitler's  former  deputy 
and  signatory  to  the  Nazi  lesuler's 
suicide  pact  is  ended.  British  reports 
indicated  last  night. 

'The  last  mystery  of  the  dying  days 
of  Hitler's  toppled  Reich  was  cleared 
up  by  evidence  that  Bormann  was 
decapitated  when  a Nasi  tank— be- 
hind which  the  deputy  was  fleeing 
Berlin— exploded 

Evidence  of  two  unidentified  wit- 
nesses to  this  effect  was  reported  by 
British  intelligence  offlcen  who  ex- 
amined their  affidavits.  British  of- 
ficials stated  the  witnesses,  npw  in 
ctutody.  did  not  know  each  other, 
but  their  stories  checked  in  every 
detail. 

The  Associated  Press  said  last 
night  In  a dispatch  from  Ploen.  Ger- 
many. that  British  tnteUlgenco  offj. 
cert  had  denied  that  any  person  sus- 
pected of  being  Bormann  Is  under 
arrest  in  that  district.

To  many  people  the  sexiness  and  prolaniiv 
With  which  some  modern  novels  abound, 
are  objectionable  m the  highest  degree  We 
have  only  to  turn  to  novelists  like  Dickens 
Scott  and  Tbaikeiav  to  we  that  stories  can 
be  made  mtiresting  without  tliem  few 
enduring  books  ti'nlam  such  clemcnis  It 
is  true  that  we  are  probably  suffering  from 
a reaction  against  the  puriianism  of  the  Vk-
